MEDICAL  OFFICER  S REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1968 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Pontardavvc  Rural  District  Council 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen , 

I herewith  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1968.  The  Report  is  compiled  in  accordance  with  the 
instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  as  given  in  Circular  1/69 
(Wales)  and  the  Public  Health  Officers  Regulations,  1959. 

During  the  year  1968  the  Vital  Statistics  for  this  area  show 
little  significant  change,  and  broadly  speaking,  follow  the  same 
trend  as  in  other  comparable  semi-rural,  semi-industrial  areas.  No 
major  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  occurred  during  the  year 
although  the  number  of  cases  of  measles  notified — 130,  was  nearly 
twice  as  many  as  those  for  1967  when  there  were  76  cases.  It  is 
doubtful  if  the  measles  inoculations  scheme,  being  commenced  by 
the  local  health  authority,  Glamorgan,  has  yet  had  time  to  influence 
these  figures.  The  position  with  regard  to  whooping  cough  was  the 
reverse.  In  1967,  79  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified  but  in 
1968  there  was  only  1 case.  On  June  15th  Infective  Jaundice  became 
a notifiable  disease  under  the  Public  Health  (Infective  Jaundice) 
Regulations  1968.  Only  2 cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  In 
the  latter  part  of  the  year  the  Public  Health  (Infectious  Diseases) 
Regulations  1968  came  into  operation,  bringing  slight  changes  in 
the  number  of  diseases  which  are  notifiable. 

This  Council  continued  to  play  an  important  role  as  a Housing 
Authority  but  no  new  Council  houses  were  completed  during  the 
year  1968  except  the  34  dwellings  at  Pontardawe,  ear-marked  es- 
pecially for  Keyworkers  and  their  families,  most  of  whom  came 
into  this  area  from  outside  in  order  to  take  up  positions  in  one  or 
other  of  the  new  factories  being  completed  for  light  industries  in 
Pontardawe  and  Ystalyfera.  In  spite  of  this  it  was  possible  to  rehouse 
92  families  in  casual  vacancies. 

The  Meals  on  Wheels  scheme  which  provides  for  the  aged  and 
semi-housebound  and  which  was  already  functioning  successfully 
in  the  Pontardawe  and  Clydach  areas  was  extended  during  1968  to 
cover  Gwauncaegurwen  and  district,  commencing  on  March  12th, 
and  Ystalyfera  and  Cwmllynfell,  commencing  on  September  16th. 
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This  now  means  that  virtually  all  the  more  populated  parts  of  the 
district  are  covered.  Once  again  thanks  are  due  to  the  Glamorgan 
County  School  Meals  Supervisor  for  the  West  Glamorgan  Area, 
and  the  kitchen  staff  of  Gwauncaegurwen  Secondary  School,  and 
Godrergraig  Junior  School  for  providing  the  meals,  and  to  the 
members  of  the  Women’s  Institute  for  Gwauncaegurwen  and 
Ystalyfera  who  collect  and  deliver  the  meals. 

Last  year  it  was  decided  by  Glamorgan  County  Council  to 
build  a Health  Centre  at  Pontardawe,  and  early  in  1968  a suitable 
site  for  this  centre  was  provided  on  land  owned  by  this  Council  at 
the  new  “Alloy  Trading  Estate”,  situated  in  a central  position 
convenient  for  patients  from  both  the  Pontardawe,  Alltwen  and 
Rhos  areas. 

It  is  desired  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 
for  their  co-operation  and  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Department 
and  the  Staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  who  have  at  all  times 
carried  out  their  duties  in  a satisfactory  manner.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


Water  : 

The  Council’s  Water  Undertaking  was  transferred  to  the  West 
Glamorgan  Water  Board  in  1966.  Your  Council  is  still  responsible 
for  ensuring  that  the  water  supplies  of  the  area  are  pure,  and  the 
closest  liaison  is  maintained  with  officers  of  the  Water  Board. 
Samples  are  taken  generally  upon  complaint  and  results  of  analysis 
are  exchanged  with  the  Water  Board.  Any  matters  likely  to  en- 
danger purity  of  supply  noticed  by  your  officers  in  the  course  of 
general  inspection  are  immediately  notified  to  the  Board. 


Public  Swimming  Baths  : 

The  are  two  swimming  baths  in  the  area  which  are  the  re- 
sponsibility respectively  of  the  Llanguicke  and  Rhyndwyclydach 
Parish  Councils.  The  baths  are  only  open  during  the  spring  and 
summer  periods  and  samples  are  regularly  taken.  The  advice  of 
the  Department  is  made  readily  available  to  the  Parish  Councils 
concerned  when  any  difficulties  arise. 


Dangerous  Boulders  — Graig,  Alltwen 

During  the  year  the  Council  faced  a situation  of  difficulty  and 
urgency  when  it  became  apparent  that  boulders  on  the  escarpment 
above  Alltwen  on  the  East  side  of  the  Tawe  Valley  were  in  such  a 
condition  that  they  posed  a physical  threat  to  houses  and  a school 
in  that  area.  There  was  some  58  houses  directly  involved  and  the 
Council,  through  its  Engineer,  following  discussions  with  the  Welsh 
Office  and  the  Glamorgan  County  Council,  arranged  for  an  inspec- 
tion of  the  escarpment  by  consultants.  Their  report  showed  that  it 
was  possible  to  remove  the  boulders  and  reduce  them  to  such  a size 
that  they  did  not  constitute  a physical  threat.  It  was  however 
considered  necessary,  in  the  interests  of  safety,  that  the  occupants 
of  houses  directly  below  that  part  which  was  being  made  safe  by  the 
contracts,  should  be  removed  by  day  to  some  other  place.  The 
Glamorgan  County  Council,  Welfare  Department  made  available 
a local  hall  and  provided  meals  for  such  occupants  as  were  required 
to  move.  The  work  was  eventually  completed  at  a total  cost  of  some 
£25,000  which  was  borne  jointly  by  the  Glamorgan  County  Council 
the  Welsh  Office  and  this  Authority.  The  area  is  now  considered 
safe  and  it  is  hoped  that  further  threat  to  the  houses  has  been  removed 
for  many  years  to  come.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  for  1968. 

The  normal  services  which  are  the  responsibility  of  this  Depart- 
ment have  continued  during  the  past  year.  Little  changes  have 
occurred  in  refuse  collection  and  disposal  but  reference  to  meat 
inspection  and  the  abattoir  will  be  found  in  the  appropriate  section 
of  this  report. 

Endeavours  have  been  made  to  induce  those  persons  occupying 
houses  within  the  slip  area  of  Godrergraig,  to  accept  Council  re- 
housing in  their  own  interests.  There  is  an  increasing  acceptance 
by  the  residents  that  they  will  eventually  have  to  completely  evacuate 
the  area  affected.

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Public  Cleansing 

(a)  REFUSE  COLLECTION 

(i)  Direct  Labour  Collection 

The  table  included  in  this  report  indicates  the  areas  collected  and 
the  frequency  of  collection.  The  two  new  vehicles  acquired  during 
1967  have  proved  a welcome  addition  to  the  fleet,  and  the  Cwmllyn- 
fell  area  is  now  working  satisfactorily  under  the  direct  labour 
system.  The  joint  tipping  operation  at  Cefnbrynbrain  with  Llandeilo 
Rural  District  Council  is  continuing  but  it  is  obvious  that  it  has  a 
limited  life  due  to  the  water-logged  nature  of  the  ground  and  lack 
of  space.  Discussions  have  commenced  with  the  Opencast  Execu- 
tive in  the  hope  that  deep  internment  of  house  refuse  may  be  possible 
in  the  course  of  opencast  operations  at  Pengrosto.  Preliminary  talks 
make  it  apparent  that  this  system  could  well  provide  a 10  year 
tipping  facility  without  nuisance,  and  at  very  reasonable  cost  to 
both  this  Authority  and  Llandeilo  Rural  District  Council. 

Complaints  of  fly  nuisance  at  the  Rhyddwen,  Craicefnparc, 
were  much  reduced  during  1968  and  this  is  no  doubt  due  to  the  re- 
gular spraying  carried  out  by  the  servicing  company  concerned. 

(ii)  Contract  Collection 

Refuse  is  at  present  collected  by  contract  in  Velindre,  Garnswllt, 
Cwmcerdinen  and  Tynyberllan.  The  areas  referred  to  are  too 
scattered  in  nature,  or  distant  from  main  routes  to  make  direct 
collection  economic. 


(b)  NIGHT  SOIL  REMOVAL 

This  service  is  now  necessary  only  in  areas  where  high  sewerage 
costs  have  prevented  water-carriage  systems  being  installed.  This 
matter  has  been  referred  to  in  previous  reports  and  it  is  again  desired 
to  support  the  Council’s  efforts  to  sewer  these  areas.  The  houses 
concerned  are  in  most  cases  of  sound  construction  and  many  could 
be  dealt  with  under  an  Improvement  Grant  if  only  a sewer  were 
available. 


(c)  STREET  CLEANING 

The  Council  pays  an  annual  amount  within  the  terms  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  to  the  County  Council  for  the  cleansing 
of  highways  by  this  latter  authority.  The  repayment  basis  has  been 
agreed  throughout  Glamorgan  by  the  constituent  county  districts 
and  cleansing  is  carried  out  on  a mechanized  basis. 
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(d)  LITTER 


The  plastic  bonded  steel  containers  now  in  operation  have 
continued  to  prove  their  durability.  There  are  adequate  litter  bins 
now  in  service  and  these  are  emptied  in  passing  by  the  refuse  vehicles. 

Reference  was  made  in  the  previous  report  to  abandoned 
vehicles.  The  Glamorgan  County  Council  has  set  up  a committee 
to  co-ordinate  activities  within  the  County  area.  Following  arrange- 
ments made  by  this  County  Area  Committee,  your  Council  has  now 
entered  into  contract  with  a vehicle  removal  firm,  the  contract  to 
operate  for  the  three  years  following  date  of  signature.

HOUSING 


In  general  the  housing  standards  of  the  area  are  good,  in  that 
the  greater  proportion  of  private  houses  are  owner/occupied  and  the 
remainder,  Council  houses  of  comparatively  recent  construction. 
Owner/occupiers  have  taken  advantage  of  your  Council’s  improve- 
ment grant  facilities  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  new  Act  will  provide 
an  even  greater  extension  of  this  facility. 

It  is  now  necessary  to  review  the  area  and  to  demolish  all 
properties  which  have  no  further  value  and  which  in  their  present 
state  of  existence  detract  from  the  amenities  of  the  district.  It  is 
hoped  within  the  coming  year  to  initiate  between  the  departments 
concerned,  joint  action  so  that  these  buildings  are  removed,  thereby 
improving  the  landscape  and  at  the  same  time  releasing  land  for 
development. 

In  this  connection,  the  houses  acquired  by  the  Council  in  the 
Godrergraig  area,  following  landslip,  present  a different  problem. 
They  would  have  to  be  treated  as  a special  case,  as  in  many  instances 
further  danger  might  result  from  demolition.

The  Caravan  (Control  and  Development)  Order  now  makes 
it  possible  to  deal  more  adequately  with  sporadic  development  and 
close  liaison  is  maintained  with  your  Council’s  Planning  Officer  in 
order  to  ensure  that  caravans  are  not  sited  unoccupied  in  circum- 
stances whereby  public  health  may  be  endangered.  Generally 
speaking,  there  is  very  little  caravan  usage  in  the  area,  nor  does  it 
appear  that  future  years  will  see  an  increase.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

Theie  is  little  air  pollution  in  the  area.  The  principal  heavy 
industry  is  a Nickel  Refinery  and  there  is  the  fullest  co-operation 
between  your  officers  and  the  management  on  pollution  control 
measures.  The  new  industries  which  are  beginning  to  settle  in  the 
area  are  principally  light  engineering  in  nature  and  present  no 
problem.  Domestically  the  area  suffers  little  in  comparison  with  the 
Black  areas  of  the  country  while  the  coal  supplied  for  domestic  use 
is  bituminous  in  nature.  Most  of  the  coal  supplied  locally  is  anthracite 
with  little  volatile  content.

GENERAL  PUBLIC  HEALTH 

The  statistics  in  the  earlier  part  of  this  report  indicate  the  wide 
range  of  duties  carried  out  by  the  Department  but  it  is  proposed  to 
refer  here  to  a few  matters  of  particular  interest  which  have  been 
dealt  with  during  the  year. 


(1)  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963 

During  the  year  premises  have  been  registered,  and  in  the  main 
found  generally  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act.  In  some 
large  undertakings,  extensions  are  in  need  of  consideration,  and  the 
plans  will  be  discussed  with  the  owners,  so  as  to  ensure  that  the  Act 
is  fully  complied  with. 


(2)  Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act,  1963 

One  premises  only  within  the  area  needs  to  be  registered,  and 
it  is  so  registered. 

(3)  Scrap  Metal  Dealers  Act,  1964 

All  scrap  metal  dealers  are  required  to  register  with  the  Local 
Authorities.  The  inspection  of  their  books  and  invoices  is  a matter 
for  the  constabulary.  There  is  at  present  one  registered  dealer  in 
the  area. 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


(1)  Milk 

Only  designated  milks  are  sold  within  the  area.  The  bulk 
such  sales  are^T.T.  Pasteurised.  Inspections  are  made  of  dairies 
milk  distribution  vehicles  and  sites  where  bulk  supplies  are  delivered 
for  local  retail.  Action  over  the  years  has  affected  considerable 
improvement  in  places  where  these  supplies  are  put  out  for  further 
collection.  Samples  are  taken  to  ensure  efficient  pasteurisation  and 
to  see  that  no  other  infections  are  present.

(2)  Meat  Inspection 

The  Clydach  slaughterhouse  is  now  the  only  one  operating  and 
due  to  its  unsuitability  under  modern  standards  the  licence  holder 
Mr.  W.  H.  Maybery,  has  applied  to  erect  a new  abattoir  on  the 
Alloy  Industrial  Site.  His  application  has  been  approved  by  your 
Council  as  the  person  having  control  of  the  land  and  he  has  been 
successful  subsequently  in  obtaining  a licence  for  the  new  abattoir 
from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 

Building  of  the  new  abattoir  commenced  during  the  year  and 
it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  fully  operational  by  the  early  months  of 
1969.  The  building  and  its  equipment  are  of  the  latest  design  and 
there  is  no  doubt  that  it  will  prove  a valuable  addition  to  facilities 
within  your  Council’s  area. 

The  Department  maintains  100  per  cent  inspection  of  all  animals 
slaughtered  within  the  area  for  human  consumption  and  the  accom- 
panying table  indicates  the  results  of  these  inspections. 
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FOOD  HYGIENE 


Regular  inspections  are  made  of  all  premises  in  the  area  where 
food  is  stored,  prepared  or  sold  for  human  consumption.  There  is 
a good  standard  of  compliance  with  the  regulations,  and  food 
handlers  generally  co-operate  with  the  officers  in  ensuring  that  the 
principles  of  food  hygiene  are  observed.

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PART  II 


ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE  SHOPS  ACT,  1950 


In  accordance  with  the  agreement  between  this  Authority  and 
Glamorgan  County  Council,  the  report  annually  required  is  herewith 
submitted  on  the  administration  of  the  Shops  Act,  1950. 


1.  Early  Closing 

The  early  closing  day  varies  in  the  district  by  reason  of  traders 
having  exercised  their  legal  right  of  option  for  the  alternate  day. 
The  exercise  of  the  above  right  has  resulted  in  a variation  of  day 
within  the  same  township.  The  community,  however,  appears  to 
be  well  served.  Particular  attention  has  been  paid  to  ensure  that 
premises  open  for  the  sale  of  exempted  goods  do  not  sell  articles 
not  included  in  the  Schedule. 


2.  Closing  Hours 

Shops  within  the  area  close  according  to  the  times  set  out  in 
the  Act. 

The  hours  of  closing  permitted  by  the  Shops  Act,  1950,  operate 
in  the  area,  the  local  Closing  Order  of  1915  being  invalid  due  to 
incompatibility  with  the  above  Act. 


3.  Employment  of  Young  Persons 

The  provisions  of  the  Shops  Act,  1950,  and  the  Young  Persons 
(Employment)  Act,  1938,  are  generally  observed  within  the  area. 
The  hours  of  work  of  these  young  people  and  the  conditions  of 
their  employment  are  duly  investigated  during  routine  inspections. 

No  matters  affecting  young  persons  and  requiring  action  under 
the  above  Act  arose  during  the  year.  Liaison  with  the  Youth  Em- 
ployment Bureau  has  proved  of  much  assistance  in  the  administration 
of  these  provisions. 


4.  Authorised  Officers 

Your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  first  Additional  Public 
Health  Inspector  are  Authorised  Officers  under  the  above  Act. 
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5.  General  Observations  of  the  Year’s  Work 


During  1968,  774  inspections  were  made  for  matters  falling 
within  the  Shops  Act,  1950. 

In  order  to  ensure  that  the  hours  of  closing  and  the  provisions 
with  regard  to  Sunday  trading  are  being  observed,  visits  have  been 
made  during  the  evening  in  the  course  of  the  year  and  in  general  it 
is  felt  that  the  provisions  of  the  Act  are  being  respected.
